The Marriage Contract 


that the levity with which marriage is 
treated conversationally is in no small 
part, responsible for the troubles at- 
tendant upon the sacred institution. 

He regrets deeply that marriage and 
divorce have. become a subject for 
mirth, and story telling; that Reno and 
other'\ popular divorce centers have 
given birth tog, multitude of jokes. It 
jis an attitude of mind in no wise com- 
‘mensurate with the welfare of a com- 
munity nor the country at large. 

The divorce court generally is re- 
garded, more or less, in the nature of 
a vaudeville house, says the judge, and 
few stop to regard how tragedy neces- 
sitates its existence. Nearly every case 
that is presented in such a court is 
the culmination of a real tragedy; and 
even where the principals regard their 
condition as a mere play, there is a 
tragedy in that fact alone. 


Too Lightly Regarded. , 


The beginning of the trouble starts 
long in advance even of the marriage, 
Judge Sabath points out. It is to be 
found in the unfortunate mental atti- 
tyde of a vast number of the popula- 
tion toward matrimony. With an as- 
tonishingly large nuraber*‘of persons 
marriage is regarded not so much as 
the creation of a sacred union — the 
family—but simply as an act resulting 
from the physical attraction of the 
gexes. Fleeting fancies, superficial 
sentiment, aided by the sex desire, are 
often all there is to account for a 
union, which can have solidity only Af 
entered into as a sacred partnership. 

These unions, in the judge’s — 
ence, last but a short time, seldom ,be- 
yond the birth of the first child. The 
stern realities of life then confront 
them, and under these the weak 
foundation crumbles and dissolution re- 
sults. 


No Preparation for Responsibility. 


“You would be surprised to find how 
few of the thousands of cases which 
have come before me during the last 
two years showed any evidence that 
they had been seriously considered be- 
fore the marriage relation was entered 
into,” says Judge Sabath. 

“If the community only were made 
to realize how serious this whole prob- 
lern is, and to consider what little prep- 


aration the contemplated fathers and 
mothers make for their serious respon- 
sibilities, there might be a beginning 
toward the minimizing of the tragic 
consequences of so many of our unhap- 


py marriages. 

“ Before a lawyer can practice to de- 
fend in a case involving even a $10 fee, 
before a dentist can pull a tooth, before 
an architect can make plans for a 
barn, he is required to go through a 
course of edu im over a nuwmn- 
ber of years. There is hardly a vkilited 
trade but those who engage in it must 
go through a period of apprenticeship: 
but any one having arrived at the mat- 
ing age can, without any one’s concern, 
enter the matrimonial state and be- 
come a parent: We do not require even 
that they understand the nature of the 
ceremony that they go through—cer- 
tainly not the responsibilities attendant 


upon it.” 
All Is Theory. . 


What do our boys and girls know of 
the pitfalls so abundant along the mat- 
rimonial road? They are so ill prepared 
that the judge wonders not\ that so 
many have their dreams shattered but 
that so many under the conditions go 
through life together at all. 

Theoretically, he explains, we as 
sume that the public is a third party 
to every matrimonial venture, and jus- 
‘ify the public interest therein on the 
sound proposition that the future of

And those who have 
their happiness undermined and their 
future impaired have a rightful claim 
upon the community which failed to 
pre them properly for the assump- 
tion @f the grave responsibilities in- 
volved in marriage. 

What is the solution? In Judge Sa- 
bath’s opinion it is educating the 
child and the growing boy and girl to 
realize that there are certain vital 
things they must know before accept- 
ing a partner. 

“No education they receive in the 
schools will be of greater practical 
value than the preparation for exer- 
cising the necessary caution in choos- 
ing a mate,” urges Judge Sabath. 

The naturé of the education? First, 
they should be taught to know the 
kind of individual they are about to 
accept; second, be fully cognizant of 
the ability of that partner to carry 
out his or her part of the undertaking; 
and third, to consider well the multt-
